MM TECH Foskett reported recent developments concerning the Minuteman Tech 
Regional Agreement. Wayland voted no. Other small towns may also vote no. They 
are mainly concerned with sharing the cost of capital projects under the proposed 
agreement, especially for a 800 student school. Town Manager Chapdelaine & 
Selectman Dunn returned from a recent meeting with legislators convinced that Medford 
& Waltham will never join the regional district. They are likely to still send students on a 
tuition basis. The MM School Committee has begun to consider a smaller school. 

There is an effort underway to develop a resolution that all communities would sign 
promising not to oppose towns who want to leave to regional district within a year of 
agreeing to the new agreement. The DESA has said they would not oppose such 
applications to leave. Foskett is concerned with possible developments that Arlington 
might be opposed to but might be bound by the upcoming Town Meeting vote to 
approved the currently proposed agreement. He suggested adding a time limit to the 
wording of the vote. Tosti will ask for a vote on Wednesday. 

FIRE STATION BIDS: Foskett says the PTBC thinks the bids may exceed the budget. 
He may use the Special Town Meeting to approve an appropriation since the bids are 
expected within 2 weeks. The expected overage is acceptable.
